MOSCOW— The  books  and  let- 
ters of  William  Hinchey  of  Enter- 
prise, who  died  in  1936,  turn  back 
the  pages  of  Lennox-Addington 
history  to  present  an  intimate 
picture  of  the  prospects  here  for 
the  immigrants  who  arrived  in 
the  early  1800's  from  Ireland  and 
England  to  make  a  new  home  for 
themselves  in  the  new  land. 

The  letters  saved  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hinchey,  foster  parents  of 
Mrs.  Roy  Judge  of  Moscow  left 
a  treasure  of  information  on  the 
practical  aspects  of  making  a 
daily  living  here.  The  papers 
point  up  the  fact  that  the  settlers 
had  many  of  the  same  problems 
that  face  families  today,  in  high 
prices  for  the  times  and  the  fam- 
ily desire  to  give  children  greater 
opportunities  for  a  better  living. 

On  a  back  leaf  of  a  common 
prayer  book  published  in  1826  is 
written  in  fine,  spidery,  Spen- 
cerian  spirit:  "Baptist  Hinchey 
and  his  wife  Eliza,  emigrated  for 
British  America  on  Thursday,  19 
of  May,  1836". 

♦Also  included  in  the  emigrant's 
possessions  was  "The  London 
Universal  Letter  •  Writer",  a 
variety  of  easy,  entertaining  and 
familiar  original  letters,  adapted 
to  every  age  and  situation  in  life, 
but  more  particularly  on  educa- 
tion, business,  love  and  friend- 
ship; together  with  useful  forms 
of  business  and  complement. 
*     *     * 

It  also  has  listed  the  quarter 
days  of  the  old  style  listed  as: 
"Old  Lady  Day.  April  6;  Old 
Midsummer  Day,  July  6;  Old 
Michaelmas  Day,  Oct.  li  and  Old 
Christmas  Day,  Jan.  6." 

The  new  style  quarter  days  are 
as  we  know  them  today  with 
Lady  Day,  March  25;  Midsum- 
mer Day,  June  24;  Michaelmas 
Day.  Sept.  29  and  Christmas, 
Dec.  25. 

William  Hinchey's  letter  from 
his  father  in  Artissoley,  Ireland, 
written  on  July  6,  1849  in  part

reads,  "Your  Mother  was  poorely 
since  old  Christmas  night  but 
never  was  bedfast  until  a  week 
before  the  fourth  of  June  when 
she  departed  this  life  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  She  died 
in  Lucy  and  Margaret's  arms. 
She  was  quite  sensible  to  the 
very  moment  she  died.  You  may 
depend  we  feel  the  loss  sadly  but 
still  it  was  the  Lord's  will  to  call 
her  and  we  must  submit.  She  was 
not  afraid  to  die  as  so  many  are. 
She  was  quite  reconciled  to  go. 
Dear,  do  not  be  fretting  about 
her  as  it  is  of  no  service  what- 
ever. God  has  thought  best  to  re- 
move her  out  of  this  weary 
world". 

Complaints  of  the  high  cost  of 
living  are  detailed  in  a  letter 
from  Hinchey's  brother  who 
landed  in  New  York  in  1852.  The 
letter  also  states,  "Dear  Brother 
and  Sister,  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  writing  these  few  lines 
to  you  to  inform  you  that  have 
left  the  Old  Country  on  the  eighth 
day  of  April  last  and  landed  in 
New  York  on  the  last  day  of 
June".  After  relaying  the  news 
from  home  that  everyone  was 
well  an  inquiry  is  made  on  condi- 
tions in  what  is  now  Canada. 

The  letter  continues,  "Let  me 
know  how  land  sells  and  what  you 
think  of  the  quality  of  it  as  I  in- 
tend to  purchase  a  place  in  the 
country.  Prices  of  provisions  in 
this  part  are  very  dear.  Butter  is 
selling  from  two  shillings;  flour 
of  196  pounds,  five  and  a  half 
dollars  best  quality;  ham  is  from 
12  pence  to  14  pence;  mutton  the 
same;  potatoes  from  five  shill- 
ings to  seven,  a  bushel  or  three 
stone.  This  is  York  money. 
Laborers  have  from  eight  shill- 
ings to  10  shillings  per  day  of 
this  money  and  pay  20  shillings 
per  week  for  board.  Girls  have 
from  four  dollars  to  eight  dollars 
per  month  of  wages.  Let  me 
have  a  statement  of  the  prices  of 
your  country'. 

The  letters  are  not  sent  in  en- 
velopes but  the  sheet  of  note- 
paper  is  folded  over  and  fastened 
with  a  sealing  wax.  The  name 
and  address:  "Mr.  William

Alcan  Union 
Seeks  Board 


Workers  at  Aluminum  Com- 
pany of  Canada,  members  of 
Local  343,  United  Steelworkers  of 
America  (CIO-CCL),  at  a  mass 
meeting  on  Sunday  rejected  the 
company's  contract  offer  and  ask- 
ed the  department  of  labor  to 
formally  set  up  a  conciliation 
board. 

Meeting  in  the  Odd  Fellows' 
Hall,  which  was  crowded  to  ca- 
pacity, the  workers  rejected  the 
company's  offer  of  a  five  to  nine- 
cent  an  hour  increase  which  a 
union  spokesman  said  averaged 
6.6  cents  an  hour.  The  union  is 
requesting  an  increase  of  19  cents 
an  hour. 

Two  other  main  points  not 
agreed  upon  by  the  two  parties 
are  vacations  and  medical-surgical 
coverage.  The  union  is  asking 
three  weeks  of  paid  holidays  after 
15  years'  service  and  a  medical- 
surgical  plan  whereby  the  com- 
pany pays  part  of  the  cost.  The 
union  spokesman  said  the  com- 
pany has  made  no  offers  on  these 
two  points. 

The  company's  wage  increase 
offer  was  retroactive  to  May  24, 
the  date  the  old  contract  expired. 

Sunday's  meeting  was  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Robert  Black, 
president  of  the  local.  The  ne- 
gotiating committee  report  was 
presented  by  D.  M.  Storey.
